It is freely talked here 
that there will be no railroad strike on October 30th,

move the increase made by the labor board s decision of July 
20, 1920 (which would involve a further reduction of approxi­ 
mately IO per cent), and for a reduction in the wages of all other 
classes of railroad labor to the going rate for such labor In the 
Reveal teiTitories where the carries 
operate.”

with such reduction in wages,’* a statement of the association 
said. ‘The benefit if the redustion thus ibtained >hall. wth the 
assent of the interstate commerce commission, be passed on to 
the public in the reduction of existing railroad rat* s. except in 
so far as this reduction shall have been made In th* meantime.”

Quietly at her beautiful country 
home near the Hermitage, located on 
a knoll overlooking one of those beau­ 
tiful valleys of 
Middle 
Tennessee, 
Mrs. Ruth Cleaves is today celebrat­ 
ing her 90th birthday. 
With her as 
her house guest was Mrs. Ann Hogan, 
her school girl chum at Dr. Elli­ 
ott’s Female Academy in 1846. 
Mrs. 
Hogan was 90 in April. 
On Sunday 
her daughter, Miss Kate Cleaves, in­ 
vited a few' friends to an old-fnshion- 
ed home gathering in honor of the oc­ 
casion. 
Mrs. Cleaves received her 
guests in the room to which she cam*- 
as a bride 65 years ago. The birthday 
dinner was one of rarely beautiful ap­ 
pointments. At the foot of the table 
sat the hostess, Mrs. Cleaves, and her 
guest, Mrs. Hogan. In front of them 
w'as a birthday cake made with the 
assistance 
and 
under 
the 
otrec- 
tions of the hostess, of which any ca­ 
terer might feel proud. Ninety tiny 
candles burned in honor of the occa­ 
sion and the dinner was such as onlv 
can be had from the products of a mod 
em middle Tennessee farm. Seated at 
the table were Mrs. (Heaves’ daugh­ 
ter, Miss Kate Cleaves, and Mrs. Mal 
Cleaves, her grandsons, Frank and 
Tames Cleaves. Mrs. Hogan, Mr. and 
Mrs. Mavhcw Dodson, Mr. and Mrs. 
Geo. Howard and Mr. and Mrs. letted 
Rust and daughters, Mawparett Ann 
#nd Emmaline and Mr. C. J. dran- 
tham. 
A number of the neighbors 
railed durin** the evening to congrat­ 
ulate Mrs. Cleaves. To talk to’these 
schoolgirls of the forties is like a re ­ 
ntal of the bistort' of Middle Tennes­ 
see for the last three-quarters of n 
<*entury. 
Mrs. Cleaves "Ta* born on what bi 
now* known as the VN i Is on pike, some 
live or six miles from Brentwood, in 
Williamson county, Tennessee. 
She 
was the niece of James H. Wilson, one 
of the wealthiest landed proprietors 
in tho county at that time, and is a 
cousin of the present mayor of Nash­ 
ville. At the time she entered Elliott 
Female Academy, she lived w ith her 
uncle, Sam Herbert of this city. 
I he 
academy was then located 
at 
the 
northeast corner of Church and Wal­ 
nut streets (now* Tenth avenue) and 
at that time the wagons wen* hauling 
the huge boulders frbm the quarry 
near the old penitentiary to what h 
now Capitol Hill, with which to build 
the present state house of Tennessee. 
The first depot was being built just 
across from the school and though 
the academy was surrounded by 
a 
high brick wall the girls dug holes in 
the wall with their knives so they 
could got a view of the workmen. 
Mrs. Cleaves said there must haw 
been a thousand such peep holes in 
the walls. The Mexian was just be­ 
ginning, and one of the classes at the 
academy made a state flag for the 
Tennessee troop* to carry with them 
to victory. The flag riddled w ith bul­ 
lets returned with the troops when 
they came marching home and is now 
with the other state flags at the 
state capitol. 
Gen. Zachary Taylor 
visited the academy and addressed 
fhe student* when returnig from the 
Mexican war. 
Probably the moat exciting event 
during the time Mrs. Gleavts was in 
school was the explosion of the pow­ 
der magazine then situated on Cedar 
street only a block away from the 
academy. 
The magazine was struck 
by lightning one evening during a 
thunderstorm. 
The explosion 
was 
terrific; knocking out 
the 
window 
glasses in the academy and very pain­ 
fully, though not seriously cutting a 
number of student*. 
Even to this day Mrs. (I lea vee is 
afraid of thunderstorms. 
The next 
day the remains of the magazine were 
visited by the school and not a brick 
was found on top 
of 
one another 
Where the magazine once stood. 
An 
old gray horse was hitched near the 
magazine at the time of the explosion 
and the only trace that could be seen 
of him was his tail located in one of 
the high limbs of a tree close by. 'Un­ 
dress problem was the same then as 
now, and Dr. Elliott w’as very insist­ 
ent that the young ladies dress prop­ 
erly. Among one of the best remem­ 
bered requirements was that the girls 
w eiavsib and gloves when going out, 
saying that the young ladies might 
as well go out on the streets bare­ 
footed as to go out without wearing 
veils and gloves. The popular he ad­ 
gear for every day were green bon­ 
nets and veil* to match w hile on Sun­ 
day white bonnets were preferable. 
Mrs. Cleaves first married Junie^ 
Fortsam in 1853, hut he lived only six 
wicks. 
In 1856 she married Frank 
Decatur Cleaves and w«*nt as a bride 
to the very home where she now live* 
and she has occupied the same rooms 
as her bedroom ever since. 
She is an unreconstructed daughter 
of the obi South. She has never had 
any desire to go north of the Mason 
and Dixon line since the war be­ 
tween the states which Mru. Cleaves 
described as the “Uncivil War” or 
“Lincoln War.” Many were the stir­ 
ring times during those terrible days 
of 61-65 when her plantation w'as 
stripped of everything she possessed 
by the invading armies, but none that 
came had any difficulty in ascertain­ 
ing that her sympathies wire with 
the “Lost Cause,’ and even today she 
is ready to “take up arms” in behalf 
of the South. Her policy then as now', 
however, was never to let anyone # 
away hungry from her 
door. 
Her 
“guests” during these years ranged 
from those matchless heroes of the 
Confederacy, Gens. Morgan and For­ 
rest, to the most despised Yankee pri­ 
vate. Once particularly she outwitted 
the Yankee by successfully hiding a 
handsome young colt in a newly dug 
milk cellar near the house.

nuts made the cheapest gain obtain­ 
ed, and paid Mr. Thompson at the
